Ali roads lead to Grayling for 
some 8,000 ground troops of the 
Michigan National Guard next 
Saturday, August 12. 

Marking the greatest concentra- 
tion of men and equipment in the 
history of the Nichigan National 
Guard, the 1950 encampment 
scheduled for 12 to 26 August 
will be the most important and 
“rugged” since World War II.
